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As  a  Catholic  liberal  arts  college, 
Mount  St.  Mary's  College  prizes,  before 
professional  preparation,  a  broad  range 
of  studies  and  experiences  that  free 
the  human  mind  and  spirit.   High  value 
is  placed  on  the  study  outside  the  stu- 
dent's field  of  specialization.   Rather

The  General  Studies  Program  is  also 
designed  to  provide  for  individuality 
in  background,  abilities  and  educational 
objectives.
